“  HOSPITAL  INSURANCE  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  35 
of  the  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act  ”  and  of 
section  8  of  the  “  Interpretation  Act,”  His 
Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations,  to 
take  effect  as  and  from  the  8th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1948: — 

Regulations  under  the  “  Hospital 
Insurance  Act.” 


Definitions. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  the 
term  “  single  person  ”  shall  be  applied  to  un¬ 
married  persons,  divorced  persons,  widows  and 
widowers  without  dependents,  and  married  per¬ 
sons  legally  separated  and  who  are  not  sup¬ 
porting  dependents. 

The  “  head  of  a  family  ”  shall  mean: — 

(1)  A  married  person  who  is  supporting  his 
spouse : 

(2)  A  person  who  has  a  son  or  daughter 
wholly  dependent  upon  him  for  support 
if  the  son  or  daughter  is: — 

(a)  Under  16  years  of  age: 

( b )  Sixteen  years  of  age  or  over  and 
dependent  by  reason  of  mental  or  physi¬ 
cal  infirmity;  or 

(c)  Under  21  years  of  age  and  a 
student  at  a  secondary  school,  univer¬ 
sity,  or  other  educational  or  vocational 
institution : 

(3)  Any  person,  whether  married  or  not, 
who  supports  a  dependent  within  the 
meaning  of  these  regulations. 

The  word  “  employer,”  when  used  in  the  Act 
or  in  these  regulations,  shall  include  His 
Majesty  the  King  in  the  right  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia. 

Dependents. 

2.  Dependents  of  the  head  of  the  family 
shall  include: — 

(a)  A  wife: 

( b )  A  child  under  16  years  of  age: 

(c)  A  child  16  years  of  age  or  over  and  de¬ 
pendent  by  reason  of  physical  or  mental 
infirmity: 

(d)  A  child  under  21  years  of  age  and  a 
student  at  a  secondary  school,  univer¬ 
sity,  or  other  educational  or  vocational 
institution : 

( c )  A  child  under  21  years  of  age  who  is 
wholly  dependent  on  the  head  of  the 
family  for  support  and  for  whom  the 
head  of  the  family,  in  law  or  in  fact,  has 
the  custody  and  control : 

(/)  A  parent  or  grandparent,  including  a 
parent-in-law  and  a  grandparent-in-law, 
who  is  dependent  financially  on  the  head 
of  the  family: 

(g)  A  brother  or  sister,  a  brother-in-law  or 
a  sister-in-law,  a  son-in-law  or  a 
daughter-in-law  who,  because  of  mental 
or  physical  infirmity,  is  dependent  finan¬ 
cially  on  the  head  of  the  family. 

Registration. 

3.  Every  person  liable  to  pay  a  premium  un¬ 
der  the  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act”  shall  regis¬ 
ter  himself  and  his  dependents  on  the  form  and 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner.  The  registration  form  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner. 
Any  person  failing  to  register  as  required  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

Resident  Qual ifi, cation. 

4.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  six 
months’  residence  as  a  qualification  for  eligi¬ 
bility  as  provided  in  section  6  of  the  “  Hospital 
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Insurance  Act,”  persons  coming  to  British 
Columbia  from  outside  the  Province  shall  im¬ 
mediately  upon  obtaining  employment  become 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  pay¬ 
ment  of  premiums  as  provided  therein. 

Premiums. 

5.  (1)  The  premium  to  be  paid  by  a  single 
person  shall  be  $15  per  annum;  the  premium 
to  be  paid  by  the  head  of  a  family  with  one 
dependent  shall  be  $24  per  annum;  the  pre¬ 
mium  to  be  paid  by  the  head  of  a  family  with 
more  than  one  dependent  shall  be  $30  per 
annum. 

(2)  In  each  calendar  year  there  shall  be 
two  hospital  insurance  periods,  one  of  which 
shall  be  from  January  1st  to  June  30th,  in¬ 
clusive,  and  the  other  from  July  1st  to  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  inclusive. 

(3)  Premiums  shall  be  paid  in  advance, 
either  in  full  or  on  an  instalment  plan  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Commissioner.  Where  payment 
in  full  of  the  premium  for  one  calendar  year 
is  made,  it  shall  be  paid  at  least  one  month  in 
advance  of  the  calendar  year  for  which  the 
premium  is  owing. 

(4)  Where  the  payment  is  to  be  made  in 
two  or  more  instalments,  the  payments  shall  be 
such  as  to  provide  for  prepayment  of  the  next 
ensuing  hospital  insurance  period  on  or  be¬ 
fore  May  31st  or  November  30th,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

(5)  Every  employer  who  has  filed  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Commissioner  to  make  pay-roll 
deductions  shall,  after  the  filing  of  the  agree¬ 
ment  and  subject  to  the  exemptions  provided 
for  in  the  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act,”  make  and 
continue  to  make  deductions  for  all  his  employ¬ 
ees  in  such  amounts  as  will  ensure  that  his 
employees  shall  have  completely  prepaid  their 
hospital  insurance  premiums  for  the  next  ensu¬ 
ing  hospital  insurance  period.  No  deduction 
shall  be  made  by  the  employer  from  the  wages 
or  salary  due  to  any  employee  who  presents 
proof  of  the  prepayment  of  the  hospital  in¬ 
surance  premium  for  the  next  ensuing  hospital 
insurance  period. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (5),  the 
Commissioner  may  at  his  discretion  exempt  the 
employer  from  the  collection  or  deduction  from 
an  employee’s  wages  of  arrears  in  premium 
payments  until  he  is  authorized  to  do  so  by 
the  Commissioner  under  the  provisions  of  sec¬ 
tion  11  of  the  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act.” 

(7)  When  the  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that 
deductions  from  an  employee’s  wages  or  salary 
have  been  made  in  excess  of  that  required  un¬ 
der  these  regulations,  repayment  of  such  ex¬ 
cess  shall  be  made  by  the  Commissioner  from 
the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund  to  the  person  on 
whose  behalf  the  excess  payment  was  made. 

(8)  An  employer  who  files  with  the  Com¬ 
missioner  an  agreement  to  make  pay-roll  de¬ 
ductions  from  wages  or  salaries  owing  to  em¬ 
ployees,  for  the  purpose  of  making  premium 
payments  as  required  in  these  regulations,  is 
hereby  appointed  as  a  collector  within  the 
meaning  of  subsection  (3)  of  section  11  of  the 
“  Hospital  Insurance  Act.” 

(9)  Any  employer  who  has  signed  the  form 
known  as  the  B.C.  Hospital  Insurance  Service 
questionnaire,  indicating  that  he  has  agreed  to 
make  pay-roll  deductions,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  filed  the  agreement  provided  for  in  sub¬ 
section  (5). 

Change  of  Address  or  Status. 

6.  (1)  Persons  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  shall  within  thirty  days  notify  the 
Commissioner  with  respect  to  change  of  ad¬ 
dress,  change  of  marital  status,  and  change  of 
dependents. 

(2)  Premiums  paid  on  an  annual  basis  shall 
be  subject  to  adjustments  due  to  change  in 
status  or  change  in  dependents  as  of  January 


1st  in  each  year.  Premium  payments  paid  on 
an  instalment  or  semi-annual  basis  shall  be 
subject  to  adjustment  due  to  change  in  status 
or  change  in  dependents  as  of  January  1st  and 
July  1st  in  each  year.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
theiein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
